reached 211,000, 


pneumonia cases, 25,083; and deaths, 
7,432. 


The campaign of the public health 


service to check the disease among 
the civilian population is now well un- 
der way.

In a ward full of wounded. 


For a time both men lay*there hov- 


ering between life aad death, and there 
was uncertainty whether or i*.i they 
would ever gain consciousness. 


Regain* Hla Senses. 


Finally one ofvthem stirred slightly, 


opened his eyes and gradually came to 
his senses. A motberly nurse bent 
over him and eased

as possible. Then ah* whispered to

tlvea In Such Gratified Pram* of 
Mind That They Open Their Hearta 
to Y. M. C. A. Worker* and Make 
Startling Revelation* Regarding Con. 
ditioiw In Austrian Army.

That "the shortest way to a man'a 


nenrt Is through his stomach" has been 
proved m Italy. Trm American T. M. 
C. A., by a few acts of kindness toward 
Austrian prisoners captured when 
the Italians made their Piave drive, 
•were able to secure information of Im- 
mense value to the Italian army. 


These prisoners were in bad shape, 


particularly in regard to food. In fact 
they were literally starving. 
They 


•aid that they had been living chiefly 
on black bread and gt^e the Bed Tri- 
angle workers samples of this food to 
prove how inadequate it is for• the 
sole ration of fighting men. Tbe bread 
was hard, heavy and thoroughly unap- 
petizing. 


Some real food and cigarettes put 


the captives in such » grateful frame 
of mind that they opened their hearts 
to the Y. M. C. A. workers and, with 
perfect candor, made startling revela- 
tions regarding conditions in the Aus- 
trian army. 
" With one accord they said that they 
are heartily sick of the war and tired 
of being starved. Mutinies of serious 
proportions are prevented only by the 
fact that many German officers have 
been placed with Austrian regiments. 


These men, schooled In Prussian dis- 


cipline, do not hesitate to jshoot any 
man that is slow about obeying the 
order to advance, so tbe soldiers face 
the alternative of fighting the Italians 
or being murdered by their com- 
manders. 


Opens Prisoner*/ Eye*. 


It was a revelation to those prison- 


ers to see American soldiers and T. M. 
C. A. workers. They had been told, 
TJ-boats would prevent the United 
States getting any considerable num- 
ber of men overseas. The fact that al- 
ready hundreds of thousands of Yan- 
kees are fighting In Eu-ope opened 
their eye* 


The prisoners are desperately anx- 


ious for peace and rapidly getting 
to think that even a defeat would be 
preferable to existing conditions. 


Apparently the hatred of Germany Is 


growing Miore intense every day and 
It Is only a. question of time before 
Austria will seize an opportunity to 
desert her ally. 


The treatment accorded prisoners by 


the T" was an eye-opener to the Aus- 
triaiw. They have been told the Yan- 
kees either killed their prisoners or 
abused them so death would be pre- 
ferred. They hardly could believe a 
man la an American uniform would 
hand out food and tobacco. 


Work among the Austrian prisoners 


IB Just one small part of tbe American 
Y. M. C. A. activities in Italy. Splen- 
did results nave been obtained among 
the Italian soldiers, whose physical 
welfare and comfort are. being en- 
Imncod constantly. Not long ago n* 
freshments were served to 6,000 troops 
in seven hours at one of the kitchens. 
The men arrived tired and dusty with 
their beads down and left for the front 
singing and laughing. 
i 


In Genoa, Florence, Borne and Ven- 


ice the Bed Triangle has, been dis- 
played and flue work la being done for 
men on leave and among the wounded. 
At Genoa the association comes Into 
Intimate contact with American sail- 
ors forming the gun crews of merchant 
ships.

~ With one accord they said that they 
are heartily sick of the war and tired 
of being starved. Mutinies of serious 
iroportions are prevented only by the 
'act that many German officers have 
been placed with Austrian regiments. 


These men, schooled In Prussian dis- 


cipline, do not hesitate to shoot an; 
man that Is slow about obeying the 
order to advance, so the soldiers face 
the alternative of fighting the Italians 
or being murdered by their com- 
manders. 


Opens Prisoners* Eyas. 


It was a revelation to those prison- 


ers to see American soldiers and Y. M. 
C. A. workers. They hid been told 
U-boats would prevent the United 
States getting any considerable nmn- 
ber of men overseas. The fact that al- 
ready hundreds of thousands ot Yan- 
kees are fighting in En-ope opened 
their eyes. 


The prisoners are desperately anx- 


ious fdr peace and rapidly getting 
to think that even a defeat would be 
preferable to existing conditions. 


Apparently the hatred of Germany Is 


growing iaore Intense every day and 
It Is only a question of time before 
Austria will seice an opportunity to 
desert her ally. 


The treatment accorded prisoners by 


the "Y" was an eye-opener to the Ans- 
trlans. They have been told the Yan- 
kees either killed their prisoners or 
abused them so detth would be pre- 
ferred. They hardly could believe a 
man in an American uniform would 
band out food and tobacco. 


W«r«i among the Austrian prisoners 


Is Just one small part ot the American 
Y. M. C. A. activities In Italy. Splen- 
did results have been obtained among 
tne Italian soldiers, whoae physical 
welfare and comfort are. being en- 
hanced constantly. Not long ago re- 
freshments were eerved to 6,000 troops 
in seven hours at one of tbe kitchens. 
The men arrived tired and dusty with 
their heads down and left for the front 
singing and laughing.

In Genoa, Florence, Bom* and Ven- 


ice the Bed Triangle ha* been dis- 
played and fine work U being done for 
men on leave and among the wounded. 
At Genoa the association comes Into 
Intimate contact with American sail- 
ors forming tbe gun crew* of merchant 
ships.

Paris.—The methods of the old-time 


American1 circus that enabled hun- 
dreds of thousands of young und old 
to enjoy themselves have been con- 
scripted and put to war service on the 
western front. But instead of being 
used for amusement, the circuses are 
aidinp in .the saving of human life. 
The American lied Cross bought the 
huge tents belonging to Kingllng 
Brothers and shipped them to France, 
where they are now with the Ameri- 
can nrmy. They no longer shelter a 
menngerie, acrobats and clowns, but 
house hundreds of cots, wounded sol- 
diers and Eed Cross nurses. 


AH that reminds one of the circus 


days of old are the methods and or- 
ganization of the people connected 
with this tent city. For they, like the 
circus people at home, are here today 
and gone tomorrow. And every vestige 
of their equipment Is gone with th< 


On an hour's notice they strike tl. i- 


tents, and within twenty-four hours 
th^y are putting them up again—prob- 
ably twenty miles away. The person- 
nel are all army men, but theirs Is a 
nomad's life. They have no base, no 
definite location. They simply follow 
the fighting. They may cover the en- 
tire American front within three 
months. 


Carry Complete Equipment. 


Their equipment and methods are 


interesting. They carry every sort of 
sanitary, surgical and electrical phara- 
phernalia to be found In the most mod- 
ern of hospital?. They have X-ray 
outfits', sterilizing outfits, radiators 
with steam heat, several operating ta- 
bles with full equipment, electric light 
plant and accommodations for the 
care of more than two hundred and 
fifty wounded—and all with a person- 
nel of less than one hundred men and 
women. 


But where they have the advantage 


over the modern circuses Is that they 
supply their own transportation. TJree 
huge motortrucks are the keystone of 
the outfit. One is used as a sterilizing 
machine and electric light plant An- 
other carries an emergency light plant 
and central system for supplying stenm 
heat in the operating tents. The third 
serves as a laundry and surgical in- 
struments carriage. 


The tents, cots, bedclothing and oth- 


er equipment are stowed., in three or 
four trucks which are requisitioned 
from the transportation department of 
the army.
